Kris Schenk, Executive Director of the Truckee Meadows Regi onal Pl anni ng Agency, provi ded background information regarding a
proposed System Dynami cs Modeling Programto be initiated by the University of Nevada, Reno faculty to assist the local entities
in guiding regional growh and understanding the current, as well as future, consequences of the decisions nade and policies
established. He further stated that he is requesting that Washoe County put up one-third of the $40,000 cost of the project; and
that he has requested the same fromthe Cities of Reno and Sparks. M. Schenk advised that Ted O eson fromthe UNR Departnent of
Economics will be heading up the program and that the $40,000 price is a tribute to the UNR faculty and their contribution to the
comunity.

In response to Chairman Shaw, M. Schenk stated that there will be workshops and that the Board's participation in those is



needed.

In response to Comm ssioner Bond, M. O eson explained that the nodel will be integral to the five-year revision of the Regiona
Master Plan and that, further, what they hope to develop is an understanding of the region as a conplete system the
interrel ati onshi ps, and how deci si ons nade by one entity interact with the others.

Urging his fellow Board nmenbers to becone involved in this program Comr ssioner Sins noved that Washoe County provide the

$13, 300, one-third of the $40,000, for devel opnent of a regional system dynam cs npodeling project and that staff be directed to
prepare an item for future Board action transferring these funds fromthe Contingency account.

just keep building nore and nore jails.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst agreed and conmented that before the County can request taxpayers to approve funding to build another jai
facility, it must first prove that every other possible neans of controlling the jail population is being used.

Davi d Bennett, Consultant, stated that the problemof jail overcrowding is not going to go away and i s not unique to Washoe County
as it is a problemall over the country. He stated that the criminal justice comrunity here is conmitted to com ng up with

meani ngful alternatives, instead of just housing the inmates, such as the Court Services program which is beginning to take effect
and have an inpact on the system M. Bennett stated that there are a nunber of other things that could be done to nove people
through the systemfaster and he will continue to work on identifying and inplenenting changes coordinating with the Crimnna
Justice Advisory Committee, the courts, the District Attorney, the Sheriff and everyone el se invol ved.

In response to Comn ssioner Sinms, M. Mclntyre discussed the inportance of cooperation and coordi nati on between all concerned
departnments and the Fi nance Division

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on notion by Comnr ssioner Bradhurst, seconded by Commi ssioner Sins, which notion duly carried,

Chai rman Shaw ordered that the Jail Popul ati on Managenent Plan from David Bennett be formally accepted; that the Finance Division
be authorized to coordinate the inplenmentation of recommendati ons contained in the study; and that nmanagenent of the jai
popul ati on be a cooperative effort by all parties.

Celia Kupersmth, Executive Director, Regional Transportation Conm ssion, displayed charts showing $18.7-mllion worth of street
projects that have been conpleted with gas tax revenues since April, 1994, when the 5-cents tax was initiated, and a |listing of

future projects that have been identified as high priority. She also explained how RTC and the other | ocal entities have been
wor ki ng closely together in a strong effort to increase savings through efficiencies and stated that the benefits of that effort
are starting to be realized. Ms. Kupersmith stated that it is the goal of RTC to get the roads fixed; that the problemtook a | ong
time to develop and will not be corrected quickly; and that she has pledged that RTC will work very hard and very fast to resolve
t hese probl ens.

Ms. Kupersmith then answered questions of the Board and, in response to Comn ssioner Bradhurst, explained the process that staffs
went through to find revenue sources to fund the backl og of needed road repairs throughout the region. She described the commttee
that was established, explained how they | ooked at every kind of tax that already existed, investigated how other jurisdictions
fund their road work, and stated that many of the ideas generated cannot be used under current State |aw, that the regional inpact
fee is what has been proposed with the idea of new devel opnent paying for itself, which is very simlar to what is called a

devel opnent tax in Clark County; and that the gas tax is a true user tax and is also paid by the tourists.

Chai rman Shaw opened the public hearing by calling on those wi shing to speak for or against the adoption of said ordinance.

Pat Fl adager spoke in opposition stating that if the Board approves this, they will be going against the will of the voters who
turned it down at the last election; that the people are always given the false inpression that the funds will be used for



mai nt enance, which is not true; and that the Board should visit with the State Tax Commi ssion and the County Tax Collector to see
just how nmuch has been collected and how it has been spent. She also stated that fixing the roads has been the goal of the RTC
ever since it was formed as the Transit Management Conmission in the 1970's.

Roger Long asked why the road work was not done for so long pointing out that a $660-mllion shortfall does not occur overnight,
stating that the 1/4% sal es tax was turned down because the people do not know where the noney is going; that people feel the
nmoney shoul d be spent on the pothol es; that road base should |ast at |east 50 years; and that the people would |ike an accounting
of why such a large shortfall exists and an accountability of how the funds are being spent. M. Long asked about the other funds
RTC receives in addition to the 5-cents and what that nmoney is spent for; and asked if the reason he sees road crews repairing
streets only to return in a few nonths is because the work was not done correctly or the right materials used. Chairman Shaw

advi sed that he will have Ms. Kupersmith answer his questions after the public comrent period.

Fred Berry disputed the figure cited by Ms. Kupersnith that the average cost of this tax will be approximtely $14.00 per year
stating that it would cost hima |ot nore than that; that the advertising has been very msleading in that none of the potholes
are going to be fixed with this noney; and that the streets have to be so bad that you cannot even drive on them before they get
fixed. M. Berry also stated that Rock Boul evard on the east side of the airport was a project |less than two years ago; that the
surface is conprom sed; that there are dips in the road; that he talked to RTC and was advised that it was designed for 22 years;
and that everyday when he drives that road, it really burns himthat his tax nmoney was spent |ike that.

Davi d Howard, representing Reno-Sparks Chanber of Commerce, stated that the Chamber endorses this concept because of the econom c
viability and because this is a very good step at regionalization of community efforts; and that good roads are inportant to
attract new business and industry to the area.

Bob Tonelli urged the Board to extend the 5-cents to Novenber, 1996, during which tine the RTC could really denonstrate how the
funds are being spent, and then |l et the people vote on whether or not this should be a permanent tax. He stated that he has I|ived
here for five years; that sonme of the sane pothol es have been here that |long, too; and that he feels the people have been "sold a
bill of goods."

Susan Lynn, Blue Ri bbon Task Force, encouraged the Board to adopt this ordinance stating that the cormmittee worked | ong and hard,;
that they believe this is the best solution; and that with the change in adm nistration at RTC and the nore regionalized approach
she believes the major problens will be solved.

Steven Brown, Blue Ri bbon Task Force, also urged adoption of the ordinance, explaining that in the 1980's the local entities
deci ded to defer mmi ntenance on the streets and that is how the situation got so bad. He stated that extending this tax is the
right thing to do to get these roads fixed; and if it is not done, the situation will really be terrible.

Don Nepp stated that construction quality needs to be exam ned.

Chris Sewell, representing the Verdi Citizen Advisory Board, stated that their Board considered this matter twice; that the first
time it was unani nously defeated; and that the second tine they had a presentation from RTC at which tinme they voted 4-3 to keep
the tax; that one of the mpjor issues is nmintenance; and that a nessage needs to be sent to the two Cities to "get with it" on
mai nt enance. He cited West MCarran from Mayberry to Caughlin Ranch as another very good exanple of a very bad road that has mngjor
cracking; stated that he has contacted RTC about it, that nothing has been done, and that kind of |ack of maintenance is what
peopl e see.

Speaki ng personally, M. Sewell stated that letting the voters decide would be a very good idea.

Buzz Allen, Blue Ri bbon Comrittee nenber, stated that he agrees with the recommendati ons of the commttee; that noney is going to
have to be spent to maintain the roads properly; and that he is encouraged by the conm tnents he has seen so far

Di ck Davis, owner of the AMPM at 600 Kietzke, stated that the taxes collected from hi mhave gone down because his volune has gone



down since the inception of the 5-cents gas tax; that Washoe County gas is nore expensive than anywhere el se around; and that
peopl e who can are going el sewhere to purchase their gas.

There being no one el se wi shing to speak, Chairman Shaw cl osed the public hearing.

Ms. Kupersmith addressed the questions and concerns raised stating that one of the reasons for the current situation is, because
during the time of very limted resources in the nmd-1980's, the City of Reno chose to discontinue putting general fund revenues
into road nmai ntenance, as all the entities had al ways done; that the problem was al ready devel oping at that tinme and quickly

accel erated thereafter; and that the majority of the road mai ntenance problens are in the City of Reno. She further stated that in
def ense of Reno she does want to advise that the City of Reno is trying to rectify the problemby comitting $10-mllion over the
next two years for pothole patching and | ocal street maintenance. Ms. Kupersmith stressed that any dedicated funds, such as the
gas tax, have always been used for the roads; that she does not believe there was any mi sappropriation; and that it is just that
the City of Reno had other priorities for their general fund revenue during that tine of linmted funds. She further stated that
some ot her reasons for the problemare the tremendous gromh that the area has experienced with the devel opers buil di ng new roads
but the local entities not having that nmuch additional revenue to maintain the additional niles; that inflation is a factor as the
costs to do the work keep going up; and that another factor working against a solution is people are buying nore fuel efficient
vehi cles, which they can drive farther on | ess gas.

Ms. Kupersmith al so explained that the various entities, the City of Reno, the City of Sparks and Washoe County, each have the
responsibilities for | ocal street maintenance and routine maintenance in their respective jurisdictions; and that pothol e patching
is a routine nmaintenance activity.

She expl ai ned that RTC does not do mai ntenance because State | aw specifically spells out how the gas tax revenues, which are the
only funds that go directly to RTC for road work, can be spent and routine maintenance is not on the list. Ms. Kupersmith stated
that originally RTC was envi sioned to be the agency that did the new construction and major reconstruction in partnership with the
| ocal entities doing the maintenance; that nmuch of this is determned by State |aw, and that perhaps |aws need to be changed in
the next |egislative session.

Ms. Kupersmith discussed how they are trying to achi eve a geographic equity maki ng sure funds are being spent all around the

regi on. She al so discussed construction quality noting that one of the forenpst experts on asphalt is Dr. John Epps at the

Uni versity of Nevada and stated that they have been working closely with his group to achieve quality work so that the roads will
| ast as long as they are supposed to; and described how Granite hired their own batch inspector after the RTC sent back truck
after truck of inferior asphalt on the Plunmb Lane project.

During di scussi on between the Board and Ms. Kupersmith, a nmaster plan for all road repair and construction with RTC being an
i nformati on repository whether it's a County, NDOT, Reno, or Sparks road was suggested; and she stated that to further regionalize

and consolidate, the RTC will be revising the road construction standards to be used in the region. In response to Conmi ssi oner
Bradhurst, Ms. Kupersmith stated that of the total $18.7 mllion spent on projects in the last couple of years, approximately $7
mllion of that was generated by this nickel; and that the RTC has tried very, very hard to nake it clear to the public what the

5-cents can be used for and to make it clear that it cannot be used for potholes, but the issue is a very confusing one and the
medi a al ways seens to put the words "pothol es" and "gas tax" together.

Conmmi ssioner Sins stated that the public is not well-informed and is not educated on how the tax system works and expl ai ned t hat
the gas tax revenues are distributed by the State on a fornula set by State law that is totally based on popul ation and niles of
road and not based on need as it should be.

He stated that under this current system Wshoe County is getting nore and nore of this revenue and the Cities |less; that Reno
has the ol dest and npst used road systemin the region; and that since this is established by State law, it will not change and
the situation will not inprove until the State | aw can be changed.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst rem nded everyone that in 1994 when they were approached to initiate this additional gas tax, the Board



agreed to do so on a tenporary basis only until the other entities and the devel opnment community also comritted to solving the
probl em which has occurred.

Commi ssi oner Mouliot stated that he is going to vote against this gas tax because these funds will do nothing for the city
streets; that in Washoe County there are five different road departnments being supported by the taxpayers amounting to hundreds of
people and many millions of dollars and regionalization of this effort is |ong overdue.

Conmmi ssi oner Bond agreed that this effort needs to be approached regionally and al so stated that she believes the people should be
allowed to vote on this issue.

On notion by Conmm ssioner Sins, seconded by Commi ssioner Bradhurst, which notion duly carried with Comm ssioners Bond and Moul i ot
voting "no," Chairman Shaw ordered that Ordi nance No. 934, Bill No. 1109, entitled, "An Ordi nance anmendi ng Ordi nance No. 897, as
anended, by continuing in effect the additional 5 cents per gallon nmotor vehicle fuel tax and repealing the previously set ending

Manager, urging the Board to adopt this ordi nance. Barbara MKinsey, representing the City of Reno, and M ke Reed, Sierra Pacific
Power Company, al so supported adoption of the ordi nance.

There being no one el se wishing to speak, the hearing was cl osed.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst pointed out that the funds collected under this ordinance are to be used for water planning purposes only.

Section 7, paragraph 7, was briefly di scussed whereby the Board may waive collection of the 1.5 percent fee under certain
ci rcumst ances.

Legal Counsel Madel yn Shi pman poi nted out that there have been sone mnor clerical changes to the ordi nance since it was
i ntroduced.

Conmi ssi oner Mouliot stated that he does not want to see studies overlapping with the $1-mllion sewer study.

On notion by Comm ssioner Bradhurst, seconded by Conmi ssioner Sins, which notion duly carried, Chairman Shaw ordered that anmended
Ordi nance No. 935, Bill No. 1110, entitled, "An O dinance anmendi ng Chapter 40 of the Washoe County Code providing for the
establishnent of a Water Pl anni ng Conmm ssion; defining the region for the purposes of water managenent; inposing a fee of 1.5
percent on billings to custoners of water suppliers within the region; providing definitions, providing for both voting and



non-voting nenbership on the Water Pl anni ng Conmi ssion; voting requirenents; review of water plan by Board and Regi onal Pl anning
Conmmi ssion; and providing other nmatters properly relating thereto," be approved, adopted and published in accordance with NRS
244.100.

95-831 SUGGESTED LI ST OF WATER PURVEYORS SUBJECT TO AND EXEMPTED FROM THE 1.5 PERCENT FEE

Steve Wal ker, Water Managenent Pl anner, provi ded background information as outlined in his August 29, 1995, nmenorandum and stated
that the northern boundary of the concept that has been established excludes Enpire, Gerlach and the area north of the Pyramd
Lake, which coincides with the Regional Water Supply and Quality Study.

M ke DeMartini, representing Reno Park Water Conpany in Cold Springs Valley, stated that Cold Springs Valley is approximately 35
square miles; that as far as he knows not a drop of water that falls within that valley gets into the rest of the County; that it
is a closed basin and any water or sewer problenms would be wholly contained in that valley; and that the Conpany feels the tax
noney should stay in that valley and be used for that valley. He further stated the typical water bill out there is about $20.00
per month and the tax woul d amobunt to about 30-cents, which would cost nore than that to collect. M. DeMartini also stated that
the Public Service Comr ssion will have to approve this.

Rebecca WIllis, Treasurer of Steamboat Springs Water Works, stated that their concerns are the same as M. DeMartini's regarding
the burden of collecting such a tax for the snall water conpanies.

M. Wal ker stated that staff did take into consideration the size of water conpani es and the funds generated noting that a cut-off
had to be established.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst asked for the rationale in deterni ning what systens should be exenpt noting that Skyline Mbile Village, a
comunity water systemw th 303 connections, is recommended for exenption while M. Rose Bowl, a private water conpany with 15
custoners, is not. M. Wil ker stated that npost of the recomended exenptions are nobile home parks where the water fees are

i ncluded in the space rent and not individually billed to the tenants. Comm ssioner Bradhurst read Section 7, paragraph 7, of the
Ordi nance, stating that the provision has been established for being excluded fromthe fee, but he believes that purveyors need to
apply for exclusion and present their case to the Board.

Conmmi ssioner Sins asked if applying for exenption will be an on-going process. Legal Counsel Mdel yn Shipman expl ai ned that the
Ordi nance was drafted with the idea that there would be the opportunity to apply for exenption because it was known in advance
that there are circunstances where collecting the tax would be cost prohibitive to sone of the water purveyors; that any water

purveyor can apply for exenption at any tine and the Board will have to determ ne whether or not to exenpt them and that her
assunption is that the applications will cone in at the beginning of the process, otherwise they will have to start charging the
fee.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst noted that the fee is to commence October 1st and suggested that any purveyors seeking to be exenpted coul d
appear before the Board on Septenber 26, 1995.

County Manager John Maclntyre suggested that staff also work with Sierra Pacific Power Conpany and sone of the small water
conpani es to determ ne exactly what process is required by the Public Service Comm ssion (PSC) to begin charging the fee.
Conmmi ssi oner Sins agreed stating that the County should be very active in educating and assisting the water purveyors with the PSC
i ssues and the ordi nance requirenents.

Conmmi ssi oner Mouliot asked if the nobile hone parks considered for exenption are on neters or have a base rate according to the
nunber of spaces noting that a | ot of custonmers are being exenpted and that these parks usually have swi nm ng pools, Laundromat's,
etc. Mke Reed, Sierra Pacific Power Conpany, stated it depends on who they get the water fromand how it is delivered; that if
they receive their water from Sierra, they will be charged; and that if they are on a private well, that would be a legitimte
concern.



In regard to the PSC i ssue, M. Reed advised that the PSC was very involved in the | egislation and knew about the fee; and that he
thinks an advice letter to the PSC telling themthat the O di nance has been adopted and how the fee will be collected m ght
suffice.

M. Wl ker advised that fromthe information he obtained fromthe State Health Departnment, he was under the inpression that these
trailer parks are on individual private wells and that he will double check his list against Sierra's |ist and foll ow through on
this.

Mary Henderson, Governnment Affairs Director, stated that she and Sierra have al ready begun working with the water purveyors in
assisting themto inplenment the fee, including preparing and printing the letter for the purveyors to send to their custoners.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst stated that he is not confortable with exenpting these large trailer parks without nore infornmation
Fol l owi ng further discussion, on notion by Comnr ssioner Bradhurst, seconded by Commi ssioner Sins, which notion duly carried,

Chai rman Shaw ordered that the water purveyors listed in M. Wil ker's nenorandum dated August 29, 1995, as suppliers of water from
which the 1.5 percent water fee would be collected to support water planning and managenent required under the provision of Senate
Bill 489 and Ordi nance No. 935 be approved. It was also ordered that staff further investigate the |ist of proposed exenpted water
purveyors and report back to the Board with their findings as to whether they are on private wells, how individuals are charged,
etc., by the Septenber 26th neeting.

M ke Sul | ens, Purchasing Department, reviewed background information and stated that the recomendati on of the conmittee to accept
the proposal of d obal Election Systens for a precinct based optical scan voting systemis based on the facts that: (1) Gobal's
system nmost cl osely neets the requirenents and specifications set forth in the RFP and their systemwas the only one offered with
built-in nodens and backup batteries, (2) the equi pnent offered by Gobal is currently certified by the Nevada Secretary of State
for use in Nevada and has been used successfully in conducting elections in other jurisdictions, and (3) it is the opinion of the
eval uation commttee that d obal has offered the County the | owest, responsive, responsible bid. He further stated that as far as
G obal's financial status, staff has determined that there is no basis for disqualification; and that, in an effort to alleviate
any concern, G obal has agreed to post a 100 percent performance bond for delivery and acceptance of their equipnent, to an

i nstal |l nent paynent plan that will be tied to the successful conduct of the 1996 el ections, and to placing the source code in an
escrow account. M. Sullens then answered questions of the Board and, in response to Conmi ssioner Bradhurst, stated that the
i mportance of having the source code is that if this should fail, MS can support the software if they have the source code; and

he detailed the installment paynment plan.

Joe Teggard, Business Records Corporation, stated that his conpany is appealing the recomendati on made by the eval uation
committee and distributed additional witten material which lists the specific reasons for the appeal. He cited certain

speci fications in the Request for Proposals alleging that d obal does not neet certain of the required specifications; that the
software has not been tried and tested; and that the financial status of d obal should be of grave concern to the County. M.
Teggard al so stated that there is no reason to purchase this equipnent at this tine as there will be no election to conduct unti
July, 1996; and further, that if the Board is concerned about nmintaining price integrity, he will guarantee that BRC wi |l nmake an
optical scan voting system avail able to Washoe County in accordance with the RFP at the same price.
